Westbound Passenger Train Collides 


With a Fast Live Stock Train, Both 


Going at Full Speed—Locomotives 


Demolished and Piled Up in a Heap 


With Two of the Passenger Cars. 


Two Bodies Unidentified. 


Kansas City, July l l . —The full hor­ 
ror of tho tram wreck ou the Chicago 
and Alton railroad, near Norton, Mo., 
when a westbound 
passenger train 
collided with a fast live slock traiu, 
both going at good speed, was not re­ 
alised until a train loaded with bruised 
and scalded people arrived here and 
transferred its sufferers to the bos 
pitals. 
First reports of the accident 
indicated that lour trainmen aud two 
passen gers were kilted outright. 
Of 
the wounded who started for this cit), 
four were dead before the train ar­ 
rived and six passed away at the bos 
pitals 
before 
midnight, making IG 
deaths up to the present time. 
In St. 
\\ Hists 
Joseph’s and University hospitals are 
30 persons, at least two of whom are 
expected to die. 
The physicians will 
not give an opinion as to the condition 
of the sufferers. 
Most of them were 
scalded by tile steam that issued from 
the locomotives, both of which were 
wrecked and piled up iii a heap with 
two of till* passenger cars. 
Identifica­ 
tion of those of the dead who passed 
away without regaining consciousness 
was difficult, owing to the fact that 
clothing had been hastily 
stripped 
from the bodies in order to give relief 
to the tortured flesh. 
Two of tie* 
bodies are unidentified—one a young 
woman killed ut the wreck and sup 
i pot-* d to be a daughter of Mrs. It. J 
Curtis of lo ne < o. N. V.. arid the other 
a gray haired woman, Who died at St. 
Joseph’s hospital. 
Ten bodies are at 
various undertaking 
establishments. 
The bod IV a of four of the dead train­ 
men are at Hlater, Mo. 
The wounds 
of the victims are very painful, being 
severe sc alds and burns. They are re­ 
ceiving the best of treatment, 
A man 
who died at Ht. Joseph s hospital is 
known to be named Jones and it is be­ 
lieved he Is from Chicago. Ills clothes 
were destroyed.

Kansas Crop Ruined by the Heat and 
Drouth. 
Topeka, Kau., July ll.—Kansas is 
just as hot and many degrees drier. 
The temperatures throughout the stall* 
ranged from Iou to 108. 
On account 
of the dryness of the atmosphere few 
prostrations were reported, but the 
damage to crops and fruit was wide­ 
spread. 
Corn has been seriously damaged, 
though there is yet some hope for the 
late product. 
Early corn will 
not 
yield anything. 
Late corn shrivels up 
during the day, but at night unfolds 
again. 
The farmers are cultivating It 
well and the weeds are entirely miss­ 
ing. If the rain comes within the pres­ 
ent week Kansas will yet have a good 
crop of late corn. 
The splendid fruit prospects of early 
shippers are entirely blighted.

WIST APPEAR BEFORE COIRT. 


Order to Sho* Cause Wade Re­ 


turnable in St. Paul Tomor­ 


row Morning. 


There is a strong probability that 
Sheriff Ole Erickson of this city will 
® have to serve a sentence iD his own 
jail in this city unless he is able to 
satisfy Judge Amidon, of the United 
States court at St. Paul that he acted 
in good faith when he allowed one of 
his prisoners, sentenced to serve 
ninety days in jail by Judge Amidon, 
hiR liberty. 
George W . Wolfe, of Motley, had 
been convicted in the United State 
court of cutting timber off govern­ 
ment land and was fined I1O0Q and 
sentenced to serve a ninety day sen­ 
tence in the county jail of Crow’ W ing 
county. 
Wolfe is very popular in 
this and adjoining counties and it is 
claimed that his friends have done 
everything possible to secure bis 
relea*e even going so far as inducing 
Sheriff Erickson to let the prisoner 
walk about the city and have his 
# liberty. 
It is claimed by Wolfe, and it is 
pretty generally understood, that he 
had no connection with the crime at 
all, but that he took the sentence al­ 
lowing others who were really the 
instigators in the crime to keep out 
of the clutches of the law. 
A t one 
time a petition 
was gotten up ad­ 
dressed to the president of the U n it­ 
ed States praying for W olfe’s release, 
but these were recalled as it was not 
thought that they would be neces­ 
sary as new 
developeraeots were 
presenting themselves which would 
entirely vindicate Mr. Wolfe. 
The fact is Mr. Wolfe, although he 
has been in the city nearly a month, 
supposed to have been serving his 
sentence, has not been in jail at all 
but has been on the streets most of 
the time. 
About a week ago Deputy 
United States Marshal Tufts was in 
the city aud he happened to recognize 
Wolfe and it is understood later on 
made another trip to the city to in­ 
vestigate the matter. 
He found the 
true condition of the matter aud re­ 
ported to his superiors at St. Paul. 


The result was that Deputy United 
States Marshal Sheehan arrived in 
the city yesterday morning and yes­ 
terday noon took Mr. Wolfe in cus- 
today and took him to St. Paul where 
he will have to serve out the rest of 
his sentence in the Ramsey county 
jail.

While Deputy Marshal Sheehan 
was in the city he served papers on 
Sheriff Erickson, the purport of which 
does not make pleasant reading for 
the sheriff. 
The whole matter got 
to the ears of Judge Amidon and he 
issued an order to show cause why 
Sheriff Erickson should not be pun­ 
ished for contempt. 
This order is 
returnable iu St. Paul tomorrow and 
Mr. Erickson went down this noon 
and will tell the court why he did it. 
Mr. Erickson was seen this morn­ 
ing and he states that on the days 
mentioned in the complaint when the 
deputy marshal claimed to have seen 
Wolfe out of jail enjoying freedom 
and liberty the 
prisoner was in 
c harge of Deputy Sheriff W inter.

MIST APPEAR BEFORE COURT. 


Order to Show Cause Made Re­ 


turnable in St. Paul Tomor­ 


row Morning. 


There is a strong probability that 
Sheriff Ole Erickson of this city will 
fit have to serve a sentence in his, own 
jail in this city unless he is able to 
satisfy Judge Amidon, of the United 
States court at St. Paul that he acted 
in good faith when he allowed one of 
his prisoners, sentenced to serve 
ninety days in jail by Judge Amidon, 
his liberty. 
George W. Wolfe, of Motley, had 
been convicted in the United State 
court of cutting timber off govern­ 
ment land and was fined $1000 and 
sentenced to serve a ninety day sen­ 
tence in the county jail of Crow W ing 
county. 
Wolfe is very popular in 
this and adjoining counties and it is 
claimed that his friends have done 
everything possible to secure his 
release even going so far as inducing 
Sheriff Erickson to let the prisoner 
walk about the city and have his 
P liberty. 
It is claimed by Wolfe, and it is 
pretty generally understood, that he 
hat! no connection with the crime at 
all, but that he took the sentence al­ 
lowing others who Avere really the 
instigators in the crime to keep out 
of the clutches of the law. 
A t one 
time a petition 
was gotten up ad­ 
dressed to the president of the U nit­ 
ed States praying for W olfe's release, 
but these were recalled as it was not 
thought that they would be neces­ 
sary as new 
developemevits were 
presenting themselves which would 
entirely vindicate M r. Wolfe. 
The fact is Mr. Wolfe, although he 
has been m the city nearly a month, 
j. supposed to have been serving his 
sentence, has not been in jail at all 
but has been on the streets most of 
the time. 
About a week ago Deputy 
United States Marshal Tufts was in 
the city aud he happened to recognize 
W olfe and it is understood later on 
made another trip to the city to in 
vestigate the matter. 
Tie found the 
true condition of the m atter and re­ 
ported to his superiors at St. Paul. 


The result was that Deputy United 
States Marshal Sheehan arrived in 
the city yesterday morning and yes­ 
terday noon took M r. Wolfe in eus- 
today and took him to St. Paul where 
he will have to serve out the rest of 
his sentence in the Ramsey county 
jail.

W hile Deputy Marshal Sheehan 
was in the city he served papers on 
Sheriff Erickson, the purjiortof which 
does not make pleasant reading for 
the sheriff. 
The whole matter got 
to the ears of Judge Amidon aud he 
issued an order to show cause why 
Sheriff Erickson should not be pun­ 
ished for contempt. 
This order is 
returnable iu St. Paul tomorrow and 
Mr. Erickson went dow n this noon 
and will tell the court why he did it. 
Mr. Erickson was seen this morn­ 
ing and he states that on the days 
mentioned in the complaint whcu the 
deputy marshal claimed to have seen 
Wolfe out of jail enjoying freedom 
and liberty the 
prisoner was in

PREDICAMENT. 


Sheriff Erickson Allowed a United 
State Prisoner His 
Liberty. . 


MUST APPEAt BEFORE COLRT. 


Order to Show Cause Made Re­ 
turnable in St. Paul Tomor­ 
row Morninf. 


There is a strong probability that 
Sheriff Ole Erickson of this city will 
9 have to serve a sentence in his own 
jail in this city unless he is able to 
satisfy Judge Amidon, of the United 
States court at St. Paul that he acted 
in good faith when he allowed one of 
his prisoners, sentenced to serve 
ninety days in jail by Judge Amidon, 
his libert/. 
George W. Wolfe, of Motley, had 
been convicted In the United State 
court of" cutting timber off govern­ 
ment land and was fined §1040 and 
sentenced to serve a ninety day sen­ 
tence in the county jail of Crow Wing 
' county. Wolfe is very popular in 
this and adjoining counties and it is 
claimed that his friends have done 
everything possible to secure his 
release even going so far as inducing 
Sheriff Erickson to let the prisoner 
walk about the city and have bis 
B liberty. 
It is claimed by Wolfe, ami it is 
pretty generally understood, that he 
had no connection with the crime at 
all, but that he took the sentence al­ 
lowing others who were really the 
instigators in the crime to keep out 
of the clutches of the law. At one 
time a petition was gotten up ad­ 
dressed to the president of the Unit­ 
ed States praying for Wolfe’s release, 
but these were recalled as it was not 
thought that they would be neces­ 
sary as new developeraetits were 
presenting themselves which would 
entirely vindicate Mr. Wolfe. 
The fact is Mr. Wolfe, although he 
has t een in the city nearly a month, 
m supposed to have been serving his 
sentence, has not been in jail at all 
but has been on the streets most of 
the time. 
About a week ago Deputy 
United States Marshal Tufts was in 
the city and he happened to recognize 
Wolfe and it is understood later on 
made another trip to the city to in­ 
vestigate the matter. 
He found the 
true condition of the matter and re­ 
ported to his superiors at St. Paul. 
The result was that Deputy United 
States Marshal Sheehan arrived in 
the city yesterday morning and yes­ 
terday noon took Mr. Wolfe in cus* 
today and took him to St. Paul where 
be will have to serve out the rest of 
his sentence in the Ramsey county 
jail. 
ja 
While Deputy Marshal Sheehan 
was in the city be served papers on 
Sheriff Erickson, the purport of which 
does not make pleasant reading for 
the sheriff. 
The whole matter got 
to the ears of Judge Amidon and he 
issued an order to show cause why 
Sheriff Erickson should not be pun­ 
ished for oontempt. This order is 
returnable in St. Paul tomorrow and 
Mr. Erickson went down this noon 
and will tell the court why he did it. 
Mr. Erickson was seen this morn­ 
ing and be states that on the days 
mentioned in the complaint when the 
deputy marshal claimed to have seen 
Wolfe out of jail enjoying freedom 
and liberty the prisoner was in 
charge of Deputy Sheriff Winter.

Evanston, Ills,, the Scene of a Lively 
D* c o n st rat ion. 
Chicago, July II.—Followers of John 
Alexander Dowie. made another a t­ 
tem pt to convert the e itls n u of Evans­ 
ton and failed, aa on form er occasions. 
They visited the place la greater force 
than ever before, there being fully 
200 of them, but their increased num­ 
bers only brought them a greater de­ 
feat. One half of the Dowlefted were 
followers of “Zion” and the rem ainder 
were members of the paid bodyguard 
which Dowie m aintains. 
The guards 
were Intended to prevent any inter­ 
ference with the meeting and when it 
commenced they formed around the 
Dowie ties proper to hold 
back the 
j crowd of fully 1,600 people, which had 
gathered rapidly aa soon as It was 
known that another Dowie meeting 
waa In progress. 
As on former occa­ 
sions, eggs and vegetables were speed­ 
ily prominent In the proceedings and 
the Dowie guards and those 
whom 
they were trying to protect were soon 
spattered with yolks and 
batiere** 
with old vegetables. 
Several fights 
resulted between the guards and peo­ 
ple of the town, generally with dam ­ 
aging results to the guards. 
The en­ 
tire police force of Evanston 
waa 
called lato service and after the chief 
of police had ordered the Dowleitea 
to withdraw and had met with a re­ 
fusal, he ordered his men to charge 
them . 
The police did not nse their 
clubs and the guards held them back 
by sheer weight and force of numbers. 
The crowd meanwhile was growing 
ugly and Mayor Bates of Evanston, 
seeing that unless something was done 
quickly people would be seriously hnrt 
and possibly killed, ordered out a fire 
engine. 
The steam er at once turned 
a i-lnch stream on the Dowleltes and 
they 
W ant Over Like Tenpins. 
Women as well as men were thrown 
down by the stream and sent rolling 
in the mud. 
The people of Evanston 
danced and hooted with delight as the 
firemen steadily advanced, driving the 
Dowleltes before them in utter rout. 
The work was done with im partiality 
and whatsoever Dowteite was dilatory 
in movement was washed along by the 
4 Inch stream. 
As the Dowleltes fled the dry method 
of attack came once more Into favor 
and the bombardment of eggs and 
vegetables was resumed and aided 
m aterially the purging of the town 
! of the presence of the Dowleltes. Elder 
Piper of ,Dowie*» church, who bad been 
In command of the small army, was 
arrested on a charge of disorderly 
conduct. 
While he was being led to 
the station men and boys, armed with 
syringes containing dirty water and 
other liquids more objectionable, made 
him an object of especial attention, 
and he was In a sorry condition when 
the station doors closed behind him. 
About 
2d 
other 
Dowteitea 
were 
taken Into custody, more to save them 
from the crowd In the streets than for 
any other reason. 
The Dowleltes say they will return 
In greater force abd the people of 
Evanston declare that It will

All the 
fruits and vegetable» of the t*tilted 
States or other countries which experi­ 
ment shall prove to be capable of culti­ 
vation In this climate will be seca 
there, fiystems of drainage and If nec­ 
essary irrigation, model fencing, tbe 
most perfect methods of gathering and 
storing grain, fruits nqd vegetables ¡ 
will to exhibited. 
In addition there 
will to a home place of six acre# where 
beautiful lawns, pretty shrubbery In 
artistic designs and suitable abade 
trees will give a lesson to tbe suburban 
resident aa well as to tbe owner of a 
plantation In the beautifying of dwell­ 
ings and tbelr surroundings In the 
country. 
To the scientific agriculturists and 
horticulturists this model farm, which 
wtft to made and maintained by the 
department of agrictilture. will offer an j 
opportunity for study In every braneli j 
of ttolr science. Methods of cultivation 
of fruit trees, vegetables, cereals, the I 
growing of grapes, the values of differ- j 
ent kinds of fertilizers, will all to ex- < 
b I hi ted directly In the farm or in the 
records of Its existence, which will to ; 
kept for reference. 
The site selected for bringing this j 
project to a reality Is that portion of ; 
the Arlington estate which lies along ! 
the hank of the Potomac to the east of j 
the main estate, now used as a cerne- 1 
tery. Tbe McClellan gate to Arlington 
will to opposite the main gate to the 
farm, and the latter will occupy all of 
that rolling land between the river i 
road to the east of Arlington and the 
river 'bank. It I» already partially ¡aid 
off. and this work will to continued. 
A tout the center of the big farm, a plot j 
of six acres will to reserved for the I 
dwelling, barn*, etc., and this portion f 
will to treated from an artistic as well 
as a utilitarian standpoint. 
Professor L. C. Corbett of the depart- Í 
inent of agriculture ts In charge of the 
work and was brought to W ashington 
from the experiment station In West ! 
Virginia esj*ecla!lj for tMft purpose. In j 
talking over the plans for tbe great 
model farm the capital is to have In the 
near future Professor Cortott was en­ 
thusiastic over the plan. He has gone 
over tbe ground and Is very well satis­ 
fied with the outlook. The soil Is a 
sandy loam and quite rich. Men are 
now at work plowing up the whole i 
place and planting cowpeas. 
These 
will grow heavily by fall, when they 
will to plowed under, and rye will then 
to sown, jrhlch will also to plowed un­ 
der when green next spring. This will 
provide a uniform fertiliser for tbe 
whole place and give a foundation for 
future work. Next fall tbe fruit and 
shade1 trees will to' set out, and. every­ 
thing wUI be done as soon as possible, 
that the farm may take form In the 
least possible time. 
The six acre lot In the center Pro­ 
fessor C ortott Intends to make a thing 
of beauty. Ik will to a park about tbe 
main bufldlngs. and all around will to 
planted typical ornamental trees and 
shrubbery. It will be an object lesson 
(n landscape gardening. W hich trees 
and shrubs and how to plant them, 
what kinds of grass to use for lawn 
turf and the hundred other things ex­ 
periment has taught will to at the 
service of those who aim to Beautify 
•ud improve tbelr homes. 
As a central experiment plantation 
the great farm will have Its highest 
value. The state agricultural stations 
•re not able to maintain such large 
farms, and to this national one the hor­ 
ticulturists will to able to come for a 
sort of postgraduate course In tbe 
atudy of tbelr ecteace. W ithin Its con­ 
fines they will find tbe most extensive 
variety and largest collection of fruit 
trees In America, and this will Include 
tbe small 
fruita. 
grape», 
currants, 
goosetorrfe*. 
A principal feature will be experi­ 
menta to the cultivation ef every fruit 
or vegetable now Imported from other 
countries with a view to determining 
what caa be mteed here and tbe beat 
method of cultivation. 
This branch 
will inclode vegetables of all kind», 
fruits, hope, muekmelons, watermelons, 
•quashee. grasses, forage crops and Im­ 
ported cereals, such a t wheat and oats, 
etc. 
The cultivation of fruit and experi­ 
ments to discover what are tbe needs 
of each variety will be studied. The 
value of feftSZtaers and cross fertiliser* 
will also be studied. Culture testa will 
be mad» of such crop» as are planted to 
cover tbe ground after cenote ba*e 
been reaped, such as vetcbea» d o rers 
and new teguminoos plan»». 
The farm will be devoted exclusively 
to horticultural demonstrations and ex­ 
perimenta. W ithin five to neves years 
tt wttl be complete.
